UNMARRED BY HAND OF TIME 


Human Bodies and Relics of Roman 
Gaul Found In France, Almost 
Perfectly Preserved.

CnmvHle Julllen. a member of the 
French academy, recently submitted 
to that body a sensational report on 
the archeological findings in the neigh­ 
borhood of Clermont-Ferrand (capital 
of the department of Puy-de-Dome, 212 
miles southeast of Paris), which, as 
were, bring to light the whole daily 
'e of. a small market-town of the 
ie of Roman Gaul. In the Canton 
rnrtre-de-Vegre some people while 
working with a pick on a property 
struck 
on 
something 
hard, 
which 
seemed to be the lid of a Gallo-Roman 
surcophagus. Upon lifting the lid they 
found a wondrously beautiful woman 
whose Be*h was perfectly preserved as 
on the day of her death, eighteen cen­ 
turies ago. 
Also the tresses of her 
black hair seemed as If unaffected. 
The flndprs, however, had only a 
brief enjoyment of this astounding 
sight, as .under the action of the solar 
heat the woman’s body In a few mo­ 
ments crumbled Into dust, so that all 
that remained was a skeleton wrapped 
in a dross. 
Further searchings and 
excavations yielded five inore equally 
well-preserved tombn, in which object's 
of the greatest archeological Interest 
were found, such as coins, vases, pot­ 
tery, basket*, toilet articles, women’s 
garments, shoes, and even fruits, bare­ 
ly shriveled up, and a box-free twig 
stilt perfectly green. 
The savants who examined these 
Gallo-Roman findings are convinced 
that the miracle of the preservation of 
the corpses through eighteen centuries 
was due 1 to the neighboring springs, 
from whlf| escaped carbonic acid gas, 
which, being heavier than the air. di«. 
placed the air from the coffins, and 
preserved the bodies, perfectly fresh, 
for l,8t)0 years. The scientific experts 
declared that never before have been 
fout><) bodies and objects from that 
period in such perfect preservation.
